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U.S.  EXPORTS  OF  LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND 
PRODUCTS  TO  ALL  COUNTRIES,  THE  EEC, 
AND  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM,  1964 


Total  U.S.  Exports.    U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products 
to  all  countries  in  1964  rose  nearly  one -third  from  1963  to  a  postwar  high 
of  $478  million.    Increased  sales  of  chief  items  shipped  —  animal  fats, 
variety  meats,  hides  and  skins  —  reflect  both  rising  U.S.  production  and 
competitive  world  prices.    Exports  of  tallows  and  greases,  hides  and 
skins,  and  variety  meats  all  set  new  records.    Exports  of  lard  were  largest 
since  1957*    Exports  of  beef  and  veal  were  unusually  high  in  terms  of 
recent-year  shipments,  those  of  pork  slightly  above  the  high  level  of 
1963 •    Exports  of  both  sausage  casings  and  mohair  showed  substantial  de- 
clines, in  contrast  to  larger  export  sales  for  other  items. 

European  Common  Market  (EEC).    U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat  and  products 
to  the  six  EEC  countries  reached  a  postwar  record  level.    Shipments  ex- 
ceeded $115  million,  or  43  percent  more  than  in  1963.    The  previous  high, 
in  195 9,  amounted  to  $102.6  million.    Value  of  shipments  declined  there- 
after, reaching  $77.8  million  in  1962,  but  rose  again  to  $80.6  million  in 
1963.    Exports  to  the  EEC  declined  from  31  percent  of  the  U.S.  total  in 
1959  to  22  percent  in  1963,  but  rose  to  24  percent  in  1964.    In  1964, 
variety  meats,  tallow  and  greases,  and  hides  and  skins  registered  largest 
dollar  increases. 


Tallow  and  grease  exports  rose  27  percent  to  $42.9  million  with  sharp 
gains  recorded  in  shipments  to  all  countries. 

Exports  of  variety  meats  came  to  $32.5  million  in  1964,  $11.3  million 
above  1963.    For  the  first  time,  France  he came  the  leading  market  for 
variety  meat,  its  imports  from  the  United  States  reaching  $12.4  million, 
or  $5.6  million  ahove  1963  levels.    The  Netherlands  and  West  Germany  in- 
creased purchases  "by  $3.2  million  and  $1.3  million,  respectively,  while 
increases  in  imports  "by  Belgium  ($0.9  million)  and  Italy  ($0.3  million) 
were  smaller. 

Value  of  shipments  of  hides  and  skins  totaled  $24.6  million,  or  73  per- 
cent higher  than  in  1963 •    Purchases  "by  West  Germany,  Italy,  and  France 
all  more  than  doubled.    Taking  $9.8  million  and  $9*6  million,  respectively, 
the  Netherlands  and  Germany  remained  the  largest  markets  among  EEC  coun- 
tries for  U.S.  hides  and  skins. 

A  marked  increase  occurred  in  pork  shipments,  which  jumped  from  $2.1 
million  in  1963  to  $8.6  million  in  1964.    This  was  mainly  caused  by 
purchases  "by  France  ($4.4  million)  and  the  Netherlands  ($2.9  million)  which 
consisted  largely  of  frozen  pork;  these  took  place  during  the  first  half 
of  the  year  when  price  relationships  were  exceptionally  favorable. 

U.S.  shipments  of  beef  and  veal  increased  from  $196,000  to  $1.1  million. 
France,  the  Netherlands,  and  Belgium  were  largest  markets. 

Shipments  of  livestock,  consisting  almost  entirely  of  cattle  and  calves 
exported  to  Italy,  totaled  $782,000  in  1964  but  were  only  $62,000  in 
1963. 

Lard  exports,  mainly  to  West  Germany,  were  down  9  percent  while  substan- 
tial declines  were  registered  for  shipments  of  mohair  and  hog  casings. 

In  total  shipments,  the  Netherlands    remained  the  largest  importer  within 
the  EEC  of  livestock  and  meat  products  from  the  United  States.    It  was 
followed  by  West  Germany.  Total  EEC  imports  increased  also,  by  nearly 
$35  million  in  196k.    French  imports  from  the  United  States  made  the 
largest  gain,  increasing  by  125  percent  from  $9.5  million  in  1963  to 
$21.4  million  in  1964,  mainly  because  of  sharply  increased  purchases  of 
pork,  hides,  and  tallow.    The  other  EEC  countries  —  notably  the  Nether- 
lands and  West  Germany  —  also  substantially  increased  their  imports. 

United  Kingdom.    The  United  Kingdom  replaced  Japan  as  the  U.S.  leading 
market  for  livestock  and  meat  products  in  1964,  with  a  total  of  $78  mil- 
lion.   This  total  was  highest  since  1957  and  accounted  for  16.3  percent 
of  total  U.S.  trade.    The  United  Kingdom  provided  an  outlet  for  $54 
million  worth  of  lard,  or  77.1  percent  of  all  U.S.  lard  exported.  Sales 
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to  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to  the  following  percentages  of  total 
U.S.  exports:    Casings,  19. meat  and  livestock,  8.9;  and  hides  and 
skins,  5«8'«    Shipments  of  inedible  tallows  and  greases  to  the  United 
Kingdom  amounted  to  only  2.7  percent  of  the  U.S.  total,  since  Common- 
wealth preference  encourages  imports  from  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and 
Canada  rather  than  from  the  United  States.    Exports  of  mohair  to  the 
United  Kingdom  in  1964  were  sharply  "below  those  of  recent  years.  The 
total  of  $947,000  compared  with  shipments  of  $6.5  million  in  1963  and 
$12  million  in  1959,  "but  still  accounted  for  28.1  percent  of  U.S.  ex- 
ports to  all  countries. 

Exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  to  the  six  EEC  countries  accounted  for 
40  percent  of  total  exports  in  1964,  2  percent  higher  than  those  of  a 
year  earlier.    The  U.S.  share  has  ranged  from  a  low  of  36  percent  in 
1957  to  a  high  of  45.5  percent  in  1959.
